Clarence A. Smith, 832 North Plum 
street, Lancaster, was 
driving the

car. 
The injured men were taken to 
the York hospital in the city ambu­ 
lance. 
Smith has a possible fracture of the 
skull and an abrasion on the fore­ 
head. 
He was unconscious for sev­ 
eral hours following the accident.

lh* was in a dazed condition when 
admitted to the hospital, hut had re­ 
covered to such an extent Friday even­ 
ing that he insisted on leaving the 
hospital and signed a release, against 
the advice of

Witnesses of the accident say that 
the men were traveling through York 
at a moderate rate of speed.

A T IO OF WAR 


More im portant than any champion­ 
ship fight or w restling match or golf 
game was a tug of 
war at 
Erie,

Each engine was the best of its 
kind and driven by an expert engineer. 
The steam engine, of the 
famous 
Mikado type, was 
coupled to 
the 
electric engine, called Mexicano be­ 
cause it was made for Mexican use, 
and the two giants each put forth all 
their power to drag the other back­ 
ward. 
The electric locomotive won, pulling 
the steam locomotive over the line 
from a standing start and afterw ards 
doing the same thing after giving the 
Bteam giant a running start of IO 
miles an hour. 
Moreover, the electric 
contestant did it all without noise or 
risible effort, while its opponent spurt­ 
ed steam and roared and shrieked. 
That contest 
probably 
symbolizes 
what is happening today on a big scale 
throughout the world. 
Electricity is 
displacing steam for motive power, 
just as the gas engine is displacing 
the horse. 
Eventually electricity may make the 
gas engine 
itself 
obsolete, though 
steam pressure or internal combustion 
may long be necessary to turn the 
dynamos which produce the electric 
current,
